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THE STORM IS OVER

But the Floods Coutinué to
Come Down.

OLD YAMHILL BEATS THEM ALL

Flood and Freshet Everywhere. Tralos
Blockaded, Trafflo Sasprnded and

Telegraph Wires Down.

The great storm is ahont over in the
Willamette valley, but its worst resnlts
are yet to appeur in the damage wronght
by wind and rain everywhere. -

The storm hae been general and the
reporte from Southern Oregon to the
Sound are the eame. The damuage has
been quite heavy, and today lines of
communication and travel are badly de-
moralized in nearly every direction.

An ocean of water is rnshing down
every waterconrse [rom the monntaing
to the yvalleys of the Columbia and the
Willamette, and property being swept
away. It has been one of the severest
gtorme ever known in the Nurthwest,
considering ite widespread result. Wind,
rain, hail, snow and vyverflowing streams
are doing their insiduons work.

It has been symewhat diffienlt for
the Portland newspapers—and those of
the Soond as well—lo get their tele-
graphic report, owing to the fierce on-
glaught of the storm on the wiresin
nearly every direction. Buoth com-
panies have been busy keeping their
lines open, and railroad and telegraph
companies hiave co-operated in restoring
econnection with the ontgide worid.

The wires to Ban Francisco were down
this moruing, but there has been no
delay, to spesk of, in sending out mes-
pages, but the Eustern telegraphic for
The Evening Telegram Tuoesday was
somewhat blocked in getting through,
The wires are down to Beattle. The
Western Union opened op a cireait with
San Francisco by way of Spokane and
Ogden, and the Telegram’s Waehington
state dispatches are coming by way of
Spokane. The Postal has had a strug-
gle mmintaing conuections. The Ban
Francieco wire worked all right Tuesday
morning, but shortly before noon con-
nection was lost again, The Pustal’s
servie= to Tavoma and Olympia is work-
ing satisfuctorily.

Snow was general east of the Cascades
and over Idaho Tuesday morning. A
light snow from 1 to 2 inclies fell over
Northwestern Oregon and portions of
Wesatern Wyehington during the psast
24 hours. General rain fell over South-
western Oregon and over Northern Cal
ifornia. The storm aren was csniral over
Boutheastern Oregon Taesday morniog,
but it poseesees no wind furee,

Hud the ground beeu ina condition to
hold it, there would have been accept-
able eleighing in Portland Tuoesday
morning. For pedestrisans it was nasty
Monday night.

The Colowa Telephone Company’s
East Side service soath of Burpside
gtreet was wrecked as one resnlt of the
eff-ct of the storm on the wires. The
cable has been restored by this time,
A trolley wire was thruown down on =
telephone line and the East Side ex
change in the Burkhardt building was
burued out, and the operator was given
a shock.

The Willamette is still rising. Anx-
ions inquiriee from Front-street mer-
chants to the weather buorean Toeslay
were answered by Ohserver Pague to
the effvct that the river eouid beex-
pected to riee for 20 honrs vet. Ii ruse
a tanth of & foot in 2} hours Tnesddy
morning.

At Albany there wasa rise of seven-
tenths of a foot in three hours Tnesday
marning. The stage of water there is
28.1 anil there has been a rise, thonght
to be locaul merely, of 6 feev since &
o'clock last nlght, Several residences
in the lower portion of the city are
flooded.

The morning report from Eugene
ghowsa that the river is fulliog there,
having gone down oyer a foot.

At Salem in was on u etand for five
hours from sunrizse Toesday morning.
Itis 27 feet there, and is three fevet
higher than Monday.

At Oregon City, the Clackamas is be-
ginning to recede. On the flat between
that city and the Park Place the
Southern Pacific tracks are covered with
two [eet of water, and the fires in the lo-
comotives of borh passenger truins were
put out when coming through, the
south bound train  barely pulling

* through so the fire cofld be' rekindled.
The trolley cars have resumed ruanning,
though somewhat irregular. The Will-
amette paper mills resumed operations
Monday night.

The Yamhill river has not been on

geoch 8 tear for vears. One hundred
feet of the Stavton bridge over the
Santiam has been swept away. Re-
ports from Silverton eay that Siiver
creek is ont of its banks and has done
| considerable damage. The abatement
of the waters was looked for, beginning

Tuoesday evening.
The railways are among the greatest

{safferers trom the great storm. The

Northern Pacific will probably snstain
the heaviest loss by reason of the inter-
ruption to traffic and the damage to
bridges and trackage.

As all wires along the Northern Pa-
cific were down Toesday, nothing ms-
suring can be told until communication
is re-established. - Assistant' General
Passenger Agent OCharlton said this
morning that he hoped to bring in the
delayed Gran opera compapy and the
Soond mail and passengers late Taesday
afternoon.

The train which carries them has
heen tied up somewhere between
Ainglie and Olegua. It is the train
which left Tacoma on Sunday night for
Portland. It was stalled by the Ainshe
washout, and had to return. The traus-
fer of Portland passengers and mail for
the north was made at Ainslie. It is
propozed to get the opera troupe past
the washout, and if they ecan reach
Castle Rock they may be brought to
Portland by boat in time for s show
Tuesday night. | .

WON A GREAT VICTORY

Weyler Baid to Have Been
Badly Whipped.

HE IS FALLING BACK ON HAVANA

Blg Coast-Defense Gun Tested With
Satisfactory Results--General Solo
of the Insurgents Killed.

Havaxa, Nov. 18,—Little news re-
garding Captain-General Weyler's oper-
ations against the insurgente in Pinar
del Rio was allowed to leak out from the
palace today. Major Bazap, of she
Spanish commander’s steff, however,
arrived here today from the front.” He
eays the operations are most diffienlt
and adds that the captain-general slept
two rainy nights on the ground without
blankets, and has been several times
withont meals.. The major further says
the eaptain-general yesterday was be-
tween Zoroa and Candelaria.

In spite of the fact that weather is
greatly improved in Pinar del Rio, and
the authorities assert that the health of
troops in the feld shows an improve-
ment, 700 eick men have already arrived
here, and 300 more are expected to reach
the city during the day.

Each
newspaper with chis object in view will
publish a special edition on Christmas
mght.

A COAST-DEFENSE @UN TESTED.

Destructive Power of the Monster Ef-
fectively Froven.

New Yorg, Nov. 18.—One of the 10-
inch steering disappearing guns has
been successfolly tested at Willet’s
point, The trial was under the direc-
tion of Captain W. ‘A. Crozier, who is
one of the inventors of the Buffington-
Orozier carriage, upon which the two
guns are mounted. The other gun
and carriage had been tested at Sandy
Hook bejore they were brought heve.
SBince the two big guns were placed here
they have been the pride of the post.
The work of mounting them was com-
pleted a few days ago.

The projectiles which the guns throw
are of steel, with pointed ends, and
weigh 575 poonds each. The one nsed
in the test at Willett’s point was of the
eame style and weight, but wae made of
cast-iron; steel being too expensive, it is
said, to be used in practice. The guns
are loaded at the breach.

When the projectile was raised by
means of p small derrick attachment of
the gon and pushed home, a charge ol
140 poands of powder was broughtin|
bage and put into the breech! In a|
short time everytbing was in readiness
for the first shot. Communication wag
had with the sigoal station which had
been siranged at Davis island and Sand
poiat to be sare the range was clear be-
fore the shot was fired. The gun was
aimed at abont duoe east. Sailing ves-
sels were tacking back and forth across
the range, and it was gome time before
the range was reported. to be clear. Fi-
nally Lientenant Wheeler shounted that
zll was ready. The epectators stofled
their ears and braced themselves for the
shock. The officers gave the command
to fire, and Artillery Sergeant Salvage
vanked the lacyard.

There was a deafening report, followed
by a lond whistling noise made by the
projectile as it eliot through the air over
the heads of the boatmen who were be-
tween the fort and the point at which
the officers had figured the ball wonld
atrike the water. The smoke soon
cleared away, and those on the fort saw
the great eplash made by the projectile
when it etrock.

With this small charge of powder
Lientenant Wheeler said the velocity
was 1,470 feet a second. With the first
shot, a8 with all others, the working of
the carriage was perfect. The recoil of
the gun coused it to recede, and an in-
stant aflter the shot was fired the gun
was down out of sight behind the ram-
parts ready to be reloaded. The guo is
thirty feet long and weighs thirly-three
tons. After being charged and aimed it
is eagily raised by meansof hydranlic
power to the erest of the parapet.

The second shol was with 205 pounds
of powder. With this the projectile was |
sent at the rate of 1808 feet a second.
The shot was fired in & dead line with
Execution lightbhoase, but strock water
when within & mile of it The npext
three shote were made with 238 pounds
of powder each.

Captain
Crozier said the ordinance department
now has nnder constguction 80 gan car-
ringes of this type for 10 and 12-inch
guoe, which are already finished. The
work on the earriages is being rampdly
puthed, and when they are completed
the guane will be mounted at varions
places, including Portland, Me., Boston,
Narragnnsett bay, New London, New
York, Philadelphia, Fort Monroe, Wash-~
ingtan, Charleston, Pensacbla, Mobile
and San Francizco.

Bhould the receiver ap-
pointed by Coanty Judge Myers finally
succeed in qualifying and demand pos-
eession of the road, the officers of the
latter wonld refase to yield, standing oo
the expectation that Juodge Foster, of
the federal court, would assume juris-
diction of the ecase. His authority re-
sisted Dby the railroad people, the re-
ceivaer's recourse would be toask Judge
Myers for an order calling ont the posse
comntatos to belp him to take possessien
of the property. Sach an order would
aothorize the sherif to summon every
male citizen in Jefferson county, if nee-
esgary, to pnt the receiver in posapssion
of the soad. Then Judge Foster, pre-
suming that be would astnme jarisdic.
tion, wounld order the United BStates
marshal to nppoint an army of special
depnties to enforce the processes of his
court. Then the sheriff could call upon
the government for the state militia,
and the United States marehal, in tarn,
conld appeal to the secretary of war for |
troops, and thos bring on a collieion be-
tween the state and the federal govern-
ments. Nobody looks for anything of
this kind to happen, bat Assistant At-
torney-General Goddard says there is
ample room in the case for it, and shonld
the two courts and the parties in inter-
est become stubborn and lose sight of
the real merits of the case, a miniatnre
war would result. Bat it is likely that
after a little Harry of excitement, sober
second thought will come, and the case
will be settled without even coming toa
hearing before any conrt on its merits.

EDITOR CORONADO TINTERVIEWED

Weyler's Latest Edict--Many Noncom-
batasis Murderod by His Suldiers
--Moro Cutle'!:uutiuna.

New Yomrx, Nov. 19.—Manual M.
Coronailo, editorof the Cuban patriots
paper; La Discussione, publiehed in Hua-
vana, who eseaped irom that city in the
lagt days of October, aftec General Wey-
ler had ordered his arreet, reached New
York this morning. He brought with
him important news for the jnatain thie
city, and early this aflternoon visited the
headquarters.

‘When Ilearned by private tips that
General Weyler had ordered my arrest,
I made immedirte preparations for es-
cape. The order wusnot & surprise. 1
had secured a disgnise in the costome of
an ordinary sailor. When my honse war
surrounded by troops, T hastly shaved
off my heavy muostache, and, donniog
my disgnise, also iocloded a
heavy black goatee, 1 stepped nto the
house adjoining and made my escape to
the street, as I thought, unobserved. It
wag 2 o'clock in the afternoon. I
jomped into a carrisge. Aa alarm was
given and the police pursned mein un-
other. I worked an old game. I told
my driver 14 keep ahead, and, watehing
for an opportamty, jumped from the ear-
riage and walked back on the pavement,
mingled with the erowd and made my
escape in the country,

**A few daye afterward—I prefer not
to give dates, I shipped sboard & eailing
veesel as & common Baiiur, The eapiain
knew me, however, We reached New
Orleans after an uueventiul trip, and 1
came to New York by rail, arriving this
moraing."
